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VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
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name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- — 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, 
within five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given 
to the board of health.

Western Avenue was accepted and constructed to insure 
necessary drainage and to complete a new hard top permanent 
surface. Overdale Parkway was completed with drainage 
and a new hard top permanent surface. 


The flood of August 19th, did a large amount of damage 
to the valley of Hopedale, dumping 15 inches of rain, with 
many washed out areas, as a result. The section of Spindle- 
ville received the greatest damage, requiring thousands of 
yards of fill. Financial assistance was received from State 
and Federal Agencies. 


The usual amount of Streets were resurfaced and treated 
to maintain our year to year program. 


Leaf and snow removal were normal for the year. Large 
amounts of salt and sand were necessary to insure proper 
vehicle traffic. 


Brush was trimmed in the usual manner. The trees 
were trimmed under the supervision of the Tree Warden. 
Wooded areas were sprayed from airplanes supplied by the 
Town and the State. 


All street signs were painted last summer. 


A one-way Street arrangement was formulated for Hill 
and Cross Streets.

PLAYGROUND 


Interest in playground activities has spread into an all 


day affair. 


Afternoon and evenings were much busier than 


previous years and this increase was particularly composed of 
older children. 


Supervision has been increased to cover every evening 
as well as every day alleviating the complaints previously 
experienced of rowdyism, noise, etc. 


Improvements made during the past year include: 


1. Additional basket and horse swings. 

2. Overhead ladder bar added to equipment. 

3. Paving of areas at lower entrance to bandstand 
and at Freedom St. entrance.

Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all 
danger of contagion is over.

When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., 
it closes the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, 
but the junior and senior high schools will be in session. 
When the No-School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it 
closes the kindergarten and grades one through six for the 
afternoon. An effort will be made to have the signal an- 
nounced on radio stations WTAG, WBZ and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The librarian respectfully submits the seventieth annual 
report. 


It is extremely gratifying both to the Trustees and to 
the staff to note the increased use of the library during 1955. 
Our records show a gain in all phases of the library’s pro- 
gram, so that we must conclude that a greater need for our 
services is apparently being felt by those in Hopedale and 
nearby communities. 


The maintenance of the library property has involved 
numerous repairs during 1955. In the Reading Room and 
Foyer modern lighting has been installed to harmonize with 
the lights in the book stacks. 


Expansion of library service through the schools reflects 
the rapid growth in our school population. In the elementary 
schools state certificates were awarded to 61 boys and girls 
who read at least 20 books from their graded list. Certifi- 
cates were given to 71 who read over 5 books. 


Mrs. Hattersley, Children’s Librarian, made visits to the 
schools throughout the year, to publicize the coming events 
and to tell the children of the new books. This resulted in 
an increase in juvenile registrants and a revival of the chil- 
dren’s interest in reading. eG were four story hours held 
during the year. 


In addition to our loan of books and magazines for out- 
side use, there are the all important non-circulating works. 
These are used for reference without which a library could 
not function. Included in our reference works that have 
been added this year are Current Biography, Reader’s Guide 
to Periodical Literature, Year Book 1955, Cumulative Book 
Index, Familiar Quotations — Bartlett and large plastic map 
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of the United States. These and many more reference books 
are used daily in giving information on a wide variety of 
subjects. 


National Book Week was duly celebrated at the Library 
Nov. 13 - 19. Throughout the week new books were on 
display. 


Nothing is admired more than attractive floral arrange- 
ments in libraries fortunate enough to have them. Such a 
display lends an air of graciousness and contributes home- 
like atmosphere to the library and we hope that by degrees 
we will be able to accomplish more and more along these 
lines. In Hopedale we have relied on spontaneous donations 
from thoughtful and generous persons who have given flowers 
to the library from time to time. We thank the Temple 
Flowers for plants and many artistic arrangements and to 
Mr. Robert Smethurst for his beautiful Christmas decora- 
tions for the mantle in the Reading Room. All others who 
have flowers to donate or who feel that they have a flair for 
arranging them are more than welcome to exercise their 
talents at the library. Anyone who has a hobby or a col- 
lection is urged to lend us any material that they have avail- 
able for exhibit. 


Clearing the deadwood from our library shelves was a 
tremendous task. Books too shabby and soiled to serve 
longer, which had not been borrowed for 15 years or more, 
books superseded by new material on the subject were re- 
moved from our records, involving much detail work. By 
the end of the year 735 were thus removed. There is still 
more to do in 1956. 


During the year the staff attended meetings held by the 
Massachusetts Library Association, Bay Path Library Club 
and Wachusett Library Club. This year a group of Libra- 
rians met at the Bellingham Public Library with Miss Alice 
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M. Cahill, Supervisor of Field Service for the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education, conducting the meeting. Later 
we met at the Uxbridge Library, then Sept. 22 this library 
was hostess to the same group. Meeting and exchanging 
ideas with other Librarians is most valuable in maintaining 
a high degree of professional efficiency. 


The South Hopedale Branch, with Mrs. Constance Jones, 
Librarian, has carried out its regular program of furnish- 
ing books and magazines to patrons living in that part of 
the town. 


The book contest sponsored by the Literature and Drama 
Committee of the Hopedale Community House Woman’s Club 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. Harold Stearns had another 
successful year. 


The Library is grateful for the books received from its 
many friends during the year. A gift of $10.00 was pre- 
sented by friends to the Library in memory of Mrs. Alice 
Robertson. Appropriate books have been chosen and will 
have a fitting memorial inscription. 


Our Library report for 1955 would not be complete with- 
out a special paragraph expressing our appreciation to Mr. 
Harry A. Billings for his generous gift of children’s books 
given in memory of his wife, Mrs. Beatrice Robinson Billings. 
To Mr. James Young, our custodian, for his faithful serv- 
ices and for the lovely Christmas tree given to the Children’s 
Room. It was especially enjoyed during the Christmas story 
hour. To Mr. Anthony Sciullo, for the very attractive signs 
he made for our book display during National Book Week.
